New York, Dec. 18.—One hundred 


and fifty passengers, forty of them 
women, on board the steamboat Ten- 
nessee, were In a state of panic for 
hours after the boat bid been in a 
collision with a four masted schooner 
iu the sound. The Tennessee, with 
twenty feet of her port rail torn away, 
several staterooms stove in and the 
pilothouse smashed, was towed back 
to her pier by the tug Norwalk. 


None of the passengers was hurt. 


This was due chiefly to the effort of 
the crew of forty-Bve and to twenty- 
nve sailors of the battleship fleet who 
were aboard and helped to maintain 
order. 


The schooner was the four master 


Mattie Bassett. 
The crash occurred 


off Execution light, at the western en- 
trance to the sound, an hour and a 
half after the Tennessee had left her 
pier for Providence. The schooner 
after the collision .continued on her 
way to Hempstead bay, apparently not 
damaged below the water line. 


On board the Tennessee were the 


passengers and a crew of forty-five in 
command of Captain George D. Euos. 
The larger number of the passengers 
were' in the dining saloon at the time 
of the accident.

New York, Dec. 18.—One hundred 


and fifty passengers, forty of them 
women, on board the steamboat Ten- 
nessee, were In a state of panic for 
hours after the boat bid been in a 
collision with a four masted schooner 
iu the sound. The Tennessee, with 
twenty feet of her port rail torn away, 
several staterooms stove in and the 
pilothouse smashed, was towed back 
to her pier by the tug Norwalk. 


None of the passengers was hurt. 


This was due chiefly to the effort of 
the crew of forty-Bve and to twenty- 
nve sailors of the battleship fleet who 
were aboard and helped to maintain 
order. 


The schooner was the four master 


Mattie Bassett. 
The crash occurred 


off Execution light, at the western en- 
trance to the sound, an hour and a 
half after the Tennessee had left her 
pier for Providence. The schooner 
after the collision .continued on her 
way to Hempstead bay, apparently not 
damaged below the water line. 


On board the Tennessee were the 


passengers and a crew of forty-five in 
command of Captain George D. Euos. 
The larger number of the passengers 
were' in the dining saloon at the time 
of the accident.
